FU LLERTO N , July 21.—Legisla­ 
tive regulation concerning autom o­ 
bile operators' cards waa the sub­ 
ject of an address by J. Allen Davis 
of the legal staff of th* Auto Club 
of Southern C alifornia a t the noon 
m eeting of the Fullerton K lw anls 
club y esterday . 
Davis gave a brief sum m ary of 
the Ismilng of 
operators' 
cards, 
stating that due to an accum ula­ 
tion of the old-ty pe licensee Issued 
aa "good until revoked” no accur­ 
ate records of drivers w as avail­ 
able. 
Many of the drivers had died 
or left the state, although no change 
w as m ate In the records. 
When all licenses were called In 
prior to 1927 on 
August 14, 1829, 
It was expected to set a tim e re c ­ 
ord for which new licenses 
would 
Ik* good, 
tentatively scheduled for 
two y ears. 
This will m ake a re ­ 
newal necessary In August of the 
present y ear, the speaker explained. 
Definite Information on the process 
of renew al will be given out soon, 
he said. 
All licenses Issued betw een 
1927 
and Auguet 14, 1929, will probably 
be called in soon and new licenses 
Issued. 
T his will enable th* de­ 
partm ent to keep tt» record* up to 
date.

The New England Journal of Medicine of 
Tecert date contain? an article by Dr. Frederick 
A. "Washburn of the Baker Memorial of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital on the hospital 
care of people of moderate means. 
That me­ 
morial had its origin in the gift of a million 
dollars for the hospital care of people of moder­ 
ate means. 
Hospital facilities have existed 
for the very poor and for the rich, but the 
people of moderate means have been neglected. 
Unwilling to be the objects of charity and un­ 
able to meet the regular hospital charges, they 
have been limited to such care as could be 
given in the home, which in the main was in­ 
adequate. 
Tiie Baker Memorial was designed to help 
this particular class. 
Professional service of 
the highest class has become available to such 
people at a cost which does not bankrupt them. 
The maximum amount which has been charged 
to any one patient has been $150, no matter 
how difficult the case may be, or Uow long the 
patient may remain in the hospital. 
After ten 
months of experience, it has been shown that 
with reasonable endowment such care for peo­ 
ple of moderate means may entail no great de­ 
ficit for the hospital, and render a most valu­ 
able service to a class which hitherto has been 
totally bankrupted when serious illness devel­ 
oped among them. 
It is interesting to note the classes which 
have been served during the first ten months 
of the existence of this memorial: 
professional 
classes, 27 percent; mercantile classes, 29 per 
cent; artisan, 32 per cent; not know'll 8 per 
cent; retired, 3 per cent. 
The average income 
of those cared for was $2101.74. 
Thus far the 
unpaid accounts have been 5 per cent of the 
sum charged; the unpaid doctors’ bills have 
been 8 per cent. 
Much of this the superin­ 
tendent says, is good. 
This is so unusual a benevolence, for a class 
which is so generally neglected, that we can­ 
not uut hope the work may spread over the 
whole country. 
A self-respecting middle class 
is the stabilizing dement of society. 
Not the 
excessively rich and not the excessively poor 
represent 
the 
better 
elements 
of 
American 
society. 
It is to the great middle class that 
we owe our prosperity and our stability.
